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THE CRUDE DRUG SITUATION 


Larger shipments of various crude drugs con- 

tinue to reach the New York market from both 
foreign and domestic shipping points. Some prices 
are coming down as a consequence. It is coin- 
cidental that increased offerings from abroad have 
reached here just at the time when newly collected 
domestic botanicals are finding their way to this 
market. The combined effect of larger arrivals 
from both sources at the same time has naturally 
been bearish. but this pressure should not be over- 
estimated by consuming manufacturers. Although 
a superficial examination of the botanical market 
at the present time may appear to show that a 
widespread downward movement-has been inaugu- 
rated, a closer scrutiny of price fluctuations proves 
that although quite a number of products show the 
effects of enlarged supplies, the declines actually 
touch a very small portion of the list and the weak- 
ness is not general. Quotations for the greater 
portion of the group are apparently firm. How 
long this condition, will continue to exist, however, 
is the question. 
' It is with keen interest that the A:nerican crude 
drug trade notes the revival of something like real 
shipments of botanicals out of Hamburg. For 
close on to six years, this port—perhaps the great- 
est crude drug center in the world during pre-war 
days—-ceased to be a factor in the trade. Increased 
offerings from Hamburg as well as from other 
European centers, are taken to indicate that the 
industry abroad shows the beneficial results of a 
short period back ‘‘in harness’’ after the years of 
wartime disorganization. 

The American gathering organization is also get- 
ing back into a semblance of pre-war shape and 
apparently recovering from the acute shortage of 
labor which the demands of the munition makers 
and shipyards caused during hostilities, according 
to reports. With an outlook for the return to 
normal conditions as far’ as collection and distri- 
bution are concerned, just what is the prospect for 
a return to normal in the matter of prices? And 
when? The situation is being watched closely and 
deserves close attention. To a great degree the 
present weaknesses in many of the foreign ma- 
terials are due to the sudden release of products 
which have been tied-up by the dock strike in New 
York. In spite of the large offerings of aecumu- 
lated drugs, the retreat of prices has been of a 
very orderly nature and from indications, is at 
no time likely to take on the proportions of a rout. 


A CHEMIST ON THE TARIFF COMMISSION 


Chemistry, both technical and industrial, receives 
well deserved recognition in the appointment of 
Marston Taylor Bogert to the Tariff Commission; 
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an appointment that shows at once appreciation. 
of the pivotal position of chemistry in the economic 
life of the country and of this chemist’s services to 
the sciences and the nation. ‘ 

Professor Bogert’s experience fits him well for 
the task to which he has been called. An American 
chemist, educated. at Columbia, and long connected 
with the chemical department of that University, 
he has won a high reputation as a scientist. His 
professional achievements have been rewarded by 
the American Chemical Society, which presented 
him the Nichols’ Medal in 1905 and elected him 
President in 1909. He has also served as Presi- 
dent of the New York Section of the Society of 
Chemical Industry and. was a founder of the Chem- 
ists’ Club. .He represented this country on the 
Advisory Committee of Honor in the Seventh In- 
ternational Conference of Applied Chemistry, and 
he is a member of the important scientific chemical 
societies, not only of this country and Great Brit- 
ain, but of France, Germany, and Italy. Professor 
Bogert’s appointment to the Tariff Commission is 
not the first time that the country has called upon 
him. President Roosevelt invited him to the White 
House Conference on the Conservation of National 
Resources and also to the Conference with the 
Governors. During the war he served on the Na- 
tional Research Ceuncil, the General Munitions 
Board, the Board of Gas Warfare, and the Council 
of National Defense. 

The appointment is fresh evidence that the Gcv- 
ernment has learned well the lesson that the making 
of chemicals is the most basic of all industries; 
that chemicals enter thto every indnsiry, into agri- 
culture, into medicine. Without a well rounded, 
self-contained chemical industry, our entire econ- 
omic development must be handicapped, and in 
event of war, our national safety will be threatened. 

Professor Bogert’s appointment is, therefore, the 
oceasion of congratulation, not only to the Tariff 
Commission, who win the services of a highly train- 
ed, level-headed, disinterested American, but also 
to the chemical industry which has now a very 
worthy and verv able representative on a most 
important governmental Board. To Professor Bo- 
gert himself, the honor but confirms previous honors 
bestowed upon him by the Industry and by the 
Nation, and he carries to his work in Washington 
the confidence and good wishes of the entire Amer- 
ican chemical fraternity. 





SUCCESSFUL “SAFETY” CAMPAIGN 


The loss of time caused by accidents in industrial 
plants is alarming when considered in the aggre- 
gate, especially in large factories where thousands 


of men are employed. In order to reduce this 
handitap to full production, to lower the financial 
loss, and protect the workers, leading factors form- 
ed the Safety First Council which demonstrated 
its effectiveness in May by a campaign in the Lehigh 
Valley where are located the Bethlehem Steel 
Works, a plant of the New Jersey Zine Co. and 
numerous coal mines. The work of the Council 
was well planned and carried out with energy as 
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results: recorded in this issue of Drug AND CHEm- 


aca Markers plainly show, 


Talks were made in mines and factories, vast 
quantities of literature on safety-first problems 
were distributed, school children wrote letters on 
the subject, ministers chose the topic for sermons, 
and slogans and posters were hung in public places, 
The effect was felt immediately in all plants. The 
loss of time in many factories was reduced to a 
mere fraction. In the entire extent of the Lehich 
Valley there was not one accident recorded during 
the week of the campaign. 


_ AMERICA’S OPPORTUNITY 





There has been a distinet improvement in crop 
conditions in both grain and cottor. during the 
week, and retail sales have been stimulated by 
price reductions. When stocks on the shelves of 
merchants show that the publie is buying freely 
again, purchases from manufacturers must neces- 
sarily follow. There has been some restriction felt 
in the purchase of luxuries. An encouraging fea- 
ture is the large gain in collections, especially in 
the West. Buying for Fall business is said to be 
increasing, it being realized that 60 days or more 
must be allowed for shipment owing to the railway 
congestion. The week of warm weather seemed to 
have a favorable effect en trade all over the coun- 
try. 

Priority of transport to coal and other necessaries 
will do much to improve the situation. If the tax 
burden is lightened by substituting a tax on sales 
for the excess profits tax, industries will be stimu- 
lated to larger production. America is working 
free from the bonds that held her during the war 
and has the greatest opportunity to expand that 
has ever presented itself since the Nation was 
founded.

War Trade Board Grants Licenses for Imports from England 
On Representations of Beta-Naphthol Manufacturers

APHTHALENE has assumed a tremendously 
more important place in American industry since 
1914. Before the war refined naphthalene in 
this country found its only use in the manufacture of 
moth balls and similar preparations for protection 
against insects. The production of crude and of re- 
fined naphthalene in the United States before the war 
was insufficient to care for domestic consumption and 
it was necessary even then to import supplies. Eng- 
land led in the production of naphthalene for consump- 
tion as such, with German supplies largely used in the 
manufacture of ‘beta-naphthol and derived colors, in 
which forms it was consumed in this country. With 
the coming of the war and the cessation of German 
supplies the necessity for a domestic source of these 
materials was met by the enlargement of existing plants 
and the building of new ones to such an extent as to 
be able to care for the domestic requirements. Under 
these conditions the price of flake naphthalene for the 
chemical industry became stable around 10c@llc per 
pound during the early part of 1918. 
Prices Declines After the War 
As the end of the war approached quotations were 
advanced to a minimum of 12c per pound which was 
the price asked by refiners just before the signing of 
the armistice. From this point the price rapidly de- 
clined with the general inactivity of the market until 
in May and June, 1919, supplies of naphthalene were 
to be had as low as 5c per pound. The lack of inter- . 
est in naphthalene during this period was shared with

the other dyestuff materials and was due to the un- 
certainty of all buyers as to the trade policy of Ger- 
many and the possibility of dumping of large accumu- 
lated stocks of dye materials. 

However when no such calamity occurred after six 
months of waiting a feeling of confidence grew on all 
sides and our export trade in dyes began to grow to its 
present proportions. Plants everywhere producing any 
material which was utilized in the dye industry were 
greatly enlarged and yet were unable to supply the 
tremendous demand. The manufacture of beta-naph- 
thol was pushed to the capacity of the enlarged plants 
until to-day the production is more than double that 
of a year ago. This growth necessitated much greater 
amounts of naphthalene than refiners were able to 
produce from domestic crude and imports of English 
crude, which were already great, have been more than 
doubled, as shown by the reports of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 

War Board Grants Licenses 

The situation became so acute that a few months ago 
one of the large producers of beta-naphthol sent a 
representative to England to arrange for a permanent 
supply of British naphthalene. The stringency of the 
situation is also shown by the fact that the War Trade 
Board has granted licenses to consumers to import, 
indicating that a six months supply was not in sight 
in this country. 

The present open market price is rather an uncer- 
tain quantity. Nominal quotations are heard of 17-@ 





Spot New York Prices for Flake Naphthalene 
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19c per pound in some cases, but bids as high as 20c 
per pound for spot or nearby material have gone with- 
out takers. Rumors have been heard to the effect 
that “a shipload” of naphthalene flakes is on the way 
from England. This rumor seems to have originated 
in reliable quarters but could not be definitely con- 
firmed. At any rate quotations from England are 
heard at 10c@llc per pound c. i. f. New York, to 
which must be added the duty of 15% ad valorem and 
2¥%2c per pound specific, bringing the price to about 
14c per pound duty paid. 

Licenses must be procured from the War Trade 
Board for the import of naphthalene of a melting point 
above 79-degree Centigrade and no imports may 
be made except for a domestic consumer and no more 
than six months’ supply may be licensed at one ship- 
ment. 

It is interesting to note the comparison between pre- 
war and present prices. Naphthalene flakes were quot- 
ed at 2%c@3%c per.pound in 1914, with some holders 
getting $2.35 per hundred on contract business. At 
the same time beta-naphthol was quoted at about 734c 
@8c per pound. ‘The present market for beta-naphthol 
is around 86c per pound with reductions for future de- 
livery as low as 84c per pound. 

In the final analysis the present situation in coal-tar 
products is due to the use of the old style bee-hive 
ovens, and permanent relief is only to be had by con- 
version to the by-product type.

The Federation being 
a non-profit association, the funds and property are 
to be applied solely towards the promotion of its ob- 
jects.

Jones, and the solicitor Mr. F. M. Guedalla, Winchest- 
er House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. The regis- 
tered office is at 30, Grosvenor Gardens, S.W.1. 


Procter & Gamble have purchased a site at Rich- 
mond, Cal., an east-bay unit of the Greater San Fran- 
cisco, and will erect a manufacturing plant and ter- 
minal at a cost of not less than $2,000,000. A. E. An- 
derson, manager of the company, said that San Fran- 
cisco had been selected on account of its distributing 
facilities and its unexcelled harbor. The company’s 
coconut oil supply, now shipped through Seattle, Wash., 
will be diverted to San Francisco and a copra crushing 
mill with a daily capacity of one hundred tons will be 
a part of the plant. 


Fire believed to have been caused by lightning broke 
out in the nitric acid recovery building of the Bound 
Brook plant of Frank Hemingway, Inc., on June 17. 
Timely assistance from the fire brigade of the neigh- 
boring plant of the Calco Chemical Co., prevented 
serious damage. The extent of the loss could not be 


learned.

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LEHIGH VALLEY INDUSTRIAL PLANTS 
JOIN IN SAFETY FIRST CAMPAIGN 
New Jersey Zinc Co., Employing 2,500 Men, Finds 
Lost Time Due to Accidents Reduced 90 Per Cent 
—Bethlehem Steel Co. Makes Saving of 97.7 Per 
Cent. rk 


The National Safety Council “made a raid” on the 
railroads, mines and industrial plants of the Lehigh 
Valley, for six consecutive days in May and distributed 
a million pieces of safety literature, made 170 safety 
talks to employees, and spread slogans and posters 
everywhere. Safety sermons were preached in churches. 
The children wrote 100,000 safety letters. Resuscitation 
demonstrations, fire drills, and first-aid to the injured 
contests were held. Lowis Resnick, editor of the “Na- 
tional Safety News” says of the results: 

A reduction of 92 per cent in mining accidents. 

A reduction of 80 per cent in electric railway acci- 
dents. 

A reduction of 36 per cent in all public accidents. 

A reduction of more than 90 per cent. in accidents at 
the largest industrial plants in the district. 

At the Bethlehem Steel Company, where 15,000 men 
are employed, lost time due to accidents was reduced 
97.7 per cent during the week of the drive as compared 
with the previous week and 94.3 per cent as compared 
with the corresponding week of the previous year. 

At the plants of the New Jersey Zinc Company in 
the Palmerton district, where 2,500 men are employed, 
lost time due to accidents was reduced exactly 90 per 
cent as compared with the corresponding week of the 
previous year. 

On the properties of the Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
Company, which employs more than 8,300 men in the 
Lansford District, there were only two minor lost time 
accidents during the week of the drive, whereas during 
the corresponding week of the previous year accidents 
on these properties resulted in twelve serious hospital 
cases and one fatality. 

The Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company is par- 
ticularly proud of the record made at the Rahn Colliery 
where more than 700 men are employed. This property 
has had six to ten lost time accidents per week for a 
long time and its managers were beginning to believe 
that this number of accidents was unavoidable. During 
the week of the drive the 700 miners wiped the slate 
clean, not a single lost time accident occurring. 

The Lehigh Valley produces 90 per cent of the world’s 
cutput of slate, and 60 per cent of the world’s output 
of cement. In addition to its quota of these products, 
the district during the week of, the drive produced 
thousands upon thousands of tons of steel, tens of 
thousands of tons of coal, thousands of tons of zinc, and 
great quantities of silks and other products. And not 
a single fatality due to an industrial accident was 
recorded within that week. 





Carl Paul Berger, founder and president of the Irving- 
ton Varnish & Insulator Co., Irvington, Newark, N. J., 
died at Salida Beach, Mentor, Ohio, June 15, aged 47 
years. Mr. Berger had been suffering from Bright's 
disease and went to Ohio to recuperate. He was an 
expert chemist and was largely instrumental in devel- 
cping perfected insulation materials for electrical ser- 
vice. He went to Newark about 15 years ago. He is 
survived by a wife and two daughters. 


Lightning caused a fire in the American Ammonia 
Co.’s plant at Fieldsboro, N. J., near Bordentown, on 
June 18, which destroyed the works with loss of $40,- 
000.

The Textile Alliance, Inc., authorized by the Gov- 
ernment to undertake the purchase and sale of German 
dyes and the arrangements for importing them under 
license to this country, has issued a list of the dyes 
available. The colors are not guaranteed as to quality, 
but are offered on the representation of the German 
Government that they are of standard quality. 

The alliance explains that the orders put in are sub- 
ject to its acceptance and confirmation.. No responsi- 
bility is taken for failure to fill all or part of the order. 
The price is fixed on the basis of f. 0. b. the German 
factory and other charges, such as transportation, in- 
surance, import duty and royalty, will be paid by the 
alliance and charged to the customer. A declaration is 
necessary that the dyes ordered are needed by the pur- 
chaser for consumption in this country within six 
months from the time of delivery. 

Consumers desiring supplies of the dyes listed are 
asked to place their orders with the Textile Alliance, 
45 East Seventeenth Street, as quickly as possible so 
that the total orders may be cabled to Paris not later 
than June 30, after which the alliance will be unable 
to accept further orders under the present offer. The 
bulletin of the Alliance contains the following state- 
ments: 

Sold Without Guarantee 

The information contained in this bulletin pertains to 
vat dyes and non-vat dyes of German manufacture from 
official ‘sources that are now understood to be on hand 
at German factories ready for shipment and available 
to consumers in the United States as a result of an 
international governmental arrangement. 

The dyes referred to herein are “Without Guarantee,” 
but are offered upon the representation of the German 
Government that they are of standard quality. 

Should any dye prove to be defective at the time 
of shipment from the factory and not as a result of 
damage en route, the Textile Alliance Inc. is entitled 


to be relieved from paying the purchase price, in which. 


event the purchaser will likewise be relieved, though 
insurance, transportation charges and duty may not 
be recoverable. Consumers ordering dyes in original 
packages may, upon request made before the dyes ar- 
rive, have their dyes held in bond and obtain samples 
thereof for testing before withdrawal. Dyes so held 
will be subject to delay and additional expense. 

Complaints of consumers that the dyes are not of 
standard quality cannot be accepted unless received by 
the Textile Alliance Inc., 45 East 17th Street, New York, 
within thirty days after the dyes or samples thereof 
reach the consumers. 

Consumers’ Orders 

Consumers desiring supplies of these dyes should 
place their orders with the Textile Alliance Inc., 45 
East 17th Street, New York, as quickly as possible on 
the enclosed form so that the total orders of all con- 
sumers may be cabled by the Alliance to Paris not 
later than June 30, 1920, after which date the Textile 
Alliance Inc., will be unable to accept further orders 
from consumers under the present offer. 

The list given herewith indicates the total weight 
of each dye that may be available and the definite price 
to the consumer f.‘o. b. shipping point, to which will 
be added actual cost of insurance, freight, duty and 
royalty if any. 

The list given herewith indicates also the estimated 
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amount of freight to New York, insurance, duty, and 
royalty prevailing at present. Any increase or de- 
crease therein will be for account of the purchaser. 

The prices and estimates furnished herewith are for 
dyes in original containers. For dyes ordered in small- 
er quantities an extra charge will be made to cover ex- 
penses only. 

To minimize errors and to facilitate correspondence 
each dye is prefixed with a number. In telegraphing it 
is necessary to mention the number only.. Communi- 
cations -by mail should specify number and name. 

Should the aggregate amount of orders received from 
consumers for any dye exceed the amount available it 
will ‘be necessary to pro rate. This may not be satis- 
factory to consumers, who should, therefore, in plac- 
ing orders, indicate not only the maximum amount 
desired but also the minimum amount acceptable. 


Payment 
‘Consumers, when placing orders, must provide for 
full payment, which may be (1) by cash or (2) by 
approved bankers’ guarantees corresponding in form 
to Specimen A on page 4, or (3) by irrevocable letter 
of credit established by an approved bank or trust 


‘ company and corresponding in form to Specimen B on 


page 5. Such bankers’ guarantees and letters of credit 
must be sent to the Textile Alliance Inc., 45 East 17th 
Street, New York, and be in sufficient amounts to 
cover cost f. o. b. factories, plus estimated freight, in- 
surance, duty and royalty, if any. 

Liability 

Each purchaser, when placing his order, and as a 
condition thereof, must agree to indemnify and hold 
harmless the Textile Alliance Inc., its officers, agents 
and employees, individually and collectively, from all 
liability arising or which may arise from or in con- 
nection with their orders, or resulting therefrom.

It has no capital stock 
and is legally incapable of either making or retaining a 
profit.

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Treasury Decisions 





Duty on Crude Chicle 

The Board: of United States General Appraisers 
handed down decisions last week on the dutiable 
classification of crude chicle, imported by the Ameri- 
can Chicle Co. and the Clauss, Portency Co., and on 
various kinds of ginger, imported by W. A. Brown & 
Co. “The question at issue in regard to chicle was 
whether the merchandise, as imported, was crude or 
refined or advanced by drying, straining, or any other 
process of treatment beyond that essential to proper 
packing for transportation. 

“We think from the evidence,” writes Judge Mc- 
Clelland, “that this chicle was subjected to no other 
processes than boiling for the purpose of bringing 
about coagulation, and sun drying. We are of the 
opinion that the Collector’s assessment was erroneous 
and therefore sustain the protest claim for duty at 
the rate of 15 cents per pound, paragraph 36, tariff act 
of 1913, the assessments of duty at 20 cents per pound 
under the same paragraph being reversed accordingly.” 

Ruling on Ginger 

The decision on ginger covers items described as 
“salted ginger in casks,” “red ginger salted in casks,” 
and “pickled ginger.” Duty was assessed on all of 
this merchandise at the rate of 25 per cent ad valorem 
under paragraphs 200 and 201 of the present tariff law. 
The board finds that duty should have been collected 
at the rate of 1 cent per pound under paragraph 235 
as “ginger root, unground and not preserved or can- 
died.” 

The same ruling covers merchandise described as 
“ginger in syrup,” which was also assessed at 25 per 
cent ad yalorem under paragraphs 200 and 201. The 
customs board finds that duty should have been levied 
at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem under paragraph 
217. 

Duty on Compound Oils 


The Board of United States General Appraisers, in 
sustaining a protest of A. Bourjois & Co., held that, 
compound oils which must be diluted with alcohol and 
further processed before becoming perfumeries, are 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem under 
the provision in paragraph 49 of the tariff act of 1915 
for “all natural or synthetic odoriferous or aromatic 
substances, preparations, and mixtures used in the 
manufacture of, but not marketable as, perfumeries 
or cosmetics.” 

This decision reverses the action of the customs col- 
lector in levying duty at the rate of 60 per cent ad 
valorem under paragraph 48 of the tariff act. The 
Government will appeal. 


Reappraisement on Lemon Oil 

Judge McClelland, of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, has announced @ reappraisement rul- 
ing advancing the foreign market values of oil of lemon, 
imported from Italy in the following case: 

“Oil of lemon, imported from the Citrus Oils Com- 
pany of Acireale, Italy. Invoice dated Dec. 29, 1919. 
Goods entered at New York on March 2, 1920.

The heavy chemical market has shown little general 
change during the week and continues spotted with 
strong and weak items. Quite a number of items which 
have been strong continue so while others have be- 
come decidedly weaker. The delivery question con- 
tinues to hold a commanding position especially in 
view of the recently revived strike talk among rail 
employees. On this account holders of spot stocks are 
inclined to take advantage of any temporary shortage 
to greatly increase prices in order to cover themselves 
for an expected decline in the general list. 

Bleaching powder and caustic soda continue strong 
with slightly higher prices quoted. Salt cake has be- 
come nominal with bids at much higher figures than 
those recently prevailing, failing to bring out supplies. 
Sodium hyposulphite is higher. 


Copperas and ammonia water are nominally lower 
with supplies still very scarce. Ammonium sulphate 
and potash muriate are lower with holders asking for 
bids. Sodium bichromate is lower. 

Acid, Acetic—Little change in the general tone of 
acetic acid is noted with demand slow. Some shad- 
ing has been noted with the general tone steady to 
weak. The rail and textile situations have prevented 
any marked improvement. Glacial is quoted at 17c per 
pound and the weaker grades on the basis of $8.00 per 
hundred for the 56 per cent strength. 

Acid, Mixed—Slowness of deliveries has had much 
to do with the slower demand noted for mixed acid. 
Quotations remain unchanged at 12c per unit for nitric 
and 14c@l1%c per unit for sulphuric. Some offers are 
heard but as a rule little new business is being done 
on account of the uncertainty of movement. 

Acid, Muriatic—Somewhat better supplies of muriatic 
acid on the spot are noted and consequently a lessened 
tendency to boost prices. Producers are encountering 
difficulties in keeping contract buyers supplied on ac- 
count of the scarcity of tank cars. Some few cases 
of temporary shut downs for this reason have been 
reported during the-week. Prices remain on the basis 
of $3.25 per hundred for 20-degree muriatic.

Acid, Sulphuric—Quoted prices ‘remain the same 
but with a tendency noted to shade them for firm busi- 
ness. Supplies are somewhat better than formerly but 
producers are still unable to solicit new business. The 
price basis is 66-degree acid at $21.00@$23.00 per ton 
in tank cars, 

Aluminum Sulphate—Spot supplies continue small 
under strong demand of the past few weeks. Buyers 
are a little less insistent than they were ‘but under the 
circumstances prices have remained firm. The prices 
quoted on a nominal basis are $4.00@$4.25 per hundred 
for iron free sulphate and $3.25@$3.50 per hundred for 
the commercial grade. 

Ammonia Water—Spot scarcity continues but the 
prospect of offers from producers has led to a price 
reduction in second hands to 12c@14c per pound for 
the 26-degree strength. Producers are still unable to 
quote for prompt or nearby delivery. 

Ammonium Sulphate—Holders report a decidedly 
Quotations are 
given as $6.85 per hundred but it is believed that firm 
business will bring forth a considerable reduction under 
this figure. Arrivals are reported much better with de- 
mand much slower. 

Antimony Chloride—Liquid chloride (butter of anti- 
miony) is quoted at 18c@20c per pound with demand 
continuing normal. Crystals are heard at 50c@55c per 
pound. 

Arsenic—White arsenic continues steady under 2 
good demand at the former price of 14%c@I5c per 
pound. Red arsenic is heard at 20c@2I1c per pound with 
stocks sufficient to care for present needs. 


Barium Chloride—Firm prices are heard on the form- 
er basis of $160@$170 per ton. Stocks continue low 
with small lots of imported material coming through 
from time to time. 

Blanc Fixe—Strong demand has enabled producers 
to maintain a firm price of $110@$115 per ton for New 
York delivery. 

Bleaching Powder—Slightly better strength is noted 
with holders able to ask their own price for spot ma- 
terial. $6.00@$6.50 per hundred is asked at works with 
spot material going as high as $7.00 per hundred. 

Chlorine—Liquid chlorine in cylinders is quoted by 
manufacturers at the former level of 7%c@9c per 
pound. Firm prices are maintained on a normal de- 
mand. 

Carbon Bisulphide—Prices are firm at 8c@llc per 
pound. Demand continues good with deliveries uncer- 
tain. 


Carbon Tetrachloride—Reports of lots available at 
10c@12c per pound are without foundation and ail 
holders are doing good business at 13%c@14%c per 
pound with one factor quoting 14c per pound as the 
minimum figure. 


Copper Oxide—Prices remain around 21%c@23c per 
pound. Demand continues normal. 


Copper Sulphate—Strong demand from agriculture! 
interests continues and has enabled producers to hold 
prices firm at the former levels. Quotations are around 
$8.00@$8.25 per hundred for car lot delivery. Some 
shading of these quotations has been noted but the 
market seems strong enough to render this unjustified. 
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Copperas—Lower prices are quoted for copperas on 
a nominal basis with sales of spot goods in a few cases 
as low as $3.00 per hundred. From this figure up to 
$3.75 per hundred has been done on the spot during 
the week. Contracts are now being made as low as 
$2.75 per hundred for delivery in the near future. 

Potash Muriate—A buyers’ market is reported with 
holders quoting $2.40 per unit for spot or prompt de- 
livery. Stocks have become larger and with a slowing 
of demand,,it is believed that firm bids would be taken 
at even lower figures. 

Salt Cake—Marked scarcity on the spot and for near- 
by delivery has been noted during the week. Prices 
mounted rapidly but the absence of any stocks has left 
the market purely nominal. Bids as high as $40.00 per 
ton have failed to bring out supplies. Producers are 
sold well into the future and are unable to take on any 
new ‘business for some months. 

Soda Ash—Little change has been noted in the soda 
ash situation with prices well maintained in spite of a 
slightly slower demand. 

Soda Caustic—Holders of spot stocks report stronger 
demand and in some cases are demanding as high as 
$6.75 per hundred for spot delivery. Works prices are 
still around $6.00 per hundred. 

Sodium Bichromate—Slightly éasier conditions are 
reported with 29c@33c quoted. Holders show some 
disagreement in quotations. 

Sodium Hyposulphite—Stronger demand has gradu- 
ally pushed the price of sodium hyposulphite in barrels 
up to $3.60@$3.65 per hundred. Some odd lots in 
second hands are to be had at the former figure of 
$3.40 per hundred but as a rule the price is well main- 
tained. 

Sodium Sulphide—Holders are asking 10c@10%c per 
pound for fused sulphide as against 10%c per pound 
a few weeks ago. Scarcity continues and demand is 
still very strong. Crystals are quoted at 5%4c@5%c 
per pound with offers light. 





There is much activity at Searles Lake, Cal. The 
American Trona Corporation is operating its $1,000,000 
plant and the Solvay Process Company now has a 
plant almost as large in operation and is shipping pot- 
ash. The Pacific Coast Borax Co. owns extensive de- 
posits around the lake, but is securing its materials 
from other sources at present. The West End Con- 
solidated Co. is erecting a $1,000,000 plant a few miles 
south of Trona and will be a producer of potash within 
a year.

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INDIA AS A NITRATE SOURCE 

The British Water Power Committee, in its prelimin- 
ary report, puts the world’s annual consumption of 
nitrogen at about 750,000 tons, representing @ value of 
about £50,000,000 (say $250,000,000), and says this de- 
mand is annually increasing. Four-fifths of the sup-’ 
ply has been produced hitherto from natural nitrate 
deposits» but, in view of the rapid depletion of these 
deposits and of the diminution in the fertility of most 
of the great wheat and cotton-growing areas of the 
world, the production of artificial fertilizers by one or 
other system of nitrogen fixation “must, in the near 
future, become a question of national importance.” 
The report further says: 

In the solution of this not merely national, but Im- 
perial, problem India can play a great part. The prin- 
cipal sources of combined nitrogen in India are the 
natural saltpeter earths in which potassium nitrate is 
formed by the bacterial nitrification of organic <natter 
in the presence of atmospheric oxygen and metallic 
bases. The product is obtained as an efflorescence 
upon the surface of ‘the soil and by the lixiviation of 
the saltpeter earths. Production and export rose in 
the war to 25,000 or 26,000 tons per annum, as com- 
pared with 15,000 in 1913. A small amount of potas- 
sium nitrate is utilized in India for the manufacture 
of nitric acid. Of an annual recovery of 3,500 tons of 
ammonium sulphate from the coal deposits of the coun- 
try, about 1,000 tons are consumed in India. India 
imports a variety of nitrogen products, but, in gener- 
al, only in comparatively small quantities. Its re- 
quirements have hitherto been quite small, amounting 
at a maximum to perhaps 1,000 tons of fixed nitrogen 
per annum. 

The Nitrogen Products Committee came to the con- 
clusion that India, with its varied climatic conditions 
and soil and its variety. of crop production, must in 
time give an outlet for very large quantities of all 
classes of artificial fertilizers. There is little doubt, 
says the report, that a substantial reduction in the 
price hitherto prevailing for combined nitrogen in 
India would speedily result in the creation of.a large 
demand. 





TIN PRICES MOVING UP 


The tin market advanced last week to 48%c for spot, 
June and July and for all shipments from the Straits. 
Buying here continues active with indications that 
users are in need of nearby deliveries as they endeavor 
to cover emergency requirements. Much of the rapid 
movement on the part of buyers in the trade is attri- 
buted to the speeding up processes of tin plate and 
canning mills, which have béen greatly benefited by 
priority shipments on the railroads. 

The advancing sterling exchange and increased firm- 
ness in silver also tend to give tin its strong tone, while 
cable advices from London reporting a £5 to £6 gain 
in British tin also caused a cheerful feeling in the trade. 
A private London cable told of a bullish movement in 
the British market as shorts. were covering and support 
was added. On the Metal Exchange here 25 tons of 
July-August. delivery were sold for 48c a pound and 
25 tons of Chinese No. 1 on spot brought 44.90c at 
auction. Sellers asked 48!%4c for spot and June, 48%c 
July and 48c later shipments, but buyers were fully 2c 
lower in offerings, which fact prevented active trading. 
Buyers seemed to be shy because of the sharp and 
sudden upward movement of the market, indicating 
that little confidence was felt in its present strength.

In a market characterized by general conservatism, 
price developments among the fine chemicals have been 
of minor importance during the past week. Nothing 
out of the ordinary of routine trading has been noted. 
Shipping conditions have continued. to show gradual 
improvement although another strike of the New York 
longshoremen threatens, which, if it materializes, will 


again throw transportation 
state in this district. 


Actual price revisions have been few with the list 
Guite steady as a whole. Glycerin is strong. Quick- 
silver has moved down slightly but is still well above 
London. Caffeine alkaloid is scarce and prices hold 
tight. Large arrivals of quinine both here and on the 
Coast have weakened the market. Citric and tartaric 
acids continue to slide down gradually in the absence 
of demand. Licorice mass is lower. Demand for de- 
natured alcohol has dropped off. Resellers figures for 
potassium permanganate and thymol are somewhat 
easier. Aloin has firmed up. Caramel is scarce and 
in active demand. 

Acetanilid—While manufacturers are asking 75c a 
pound for U. S. P. material in 200 pound barrels, re- 
sellers are still apparently willing to do 65c up to 70c 
as to quantity and packing. The raw materials are 
slightly easier. 

Acetphenetidin—The manufacturer is asking $2.50 a 
pound for shipment but it is now possible to buy spot 
goods at $2.45 a pound in this market. 

Acid, Citric—Citric continues to lose grownd steadily 
as far as values are concerned. Demand from the con- 
suming industries shows little indication, of reviving 
at the present time. Offerings of spot goods are now 
being offered at 93c a pound for kegs. Whether this 
figure can be shaded has not been determined. The 
continuation of sugar in a tight position is very likely 


into its former chaotic 


the chief drawback in doing business at the present 
time but unquestionably the early season demand for 
all citrus products has been overestimated by producers 
and importers. The comparatively cool weather has 
also been a considerable factor in the situation, Ameri- 
can manufacturers hold their prices at 84c a pound 
without offer. 


Acid, Tartaric—Demand for tartaric acid is in a 
very similar position to citric. Prices are easy hut 
have developed no real weakness and hold fairly well 
in spite of large spot offerings. For crystals in re- 
sellers’ hands, 80c@82c a pound is asked for U. S. P. 
goods while powdered is slightly cheaper at 76c@78c. 
Manufacturers are asking 75%c and 76%c a pound 
for powder and crystals respectively, these figures 
showing no alteration. 


Alcohol—A. falling off in demand for denatured alco- 
hol has been effective in bringing down the prices in 
resellers’ hands. Spot goods are now available at $1.02 
@$1.06 a gallon. Wood alcohol is very scarce in all 
hands and the acute scarcity of this product shows 
little signs of relief for some time to come. Non-bev- 
erage on the spot is in light supply and held around 
$6.50@$7.00 a gallor for U. S. P. 


Aloin—The continued firm position of aloes is re- 
sponsible for a slightly higher figure for aloin. Hold- 
ers here are asking $1.05 a pound inside and in some 
cases up to $1.10. 


Caffeine—With an active demand for caffeine, avail- 
able stocks in both makers’ and resellers’ hands are 
very scarce. Second hand alkaloid is being held at a 
premium, $8.25 aud $850 a pound being demanded by 
scliers. Manufacturers are short of raw mnicrial and 
with the outlook for arrivais in the near future rather 
po.r, improvement in the siiuation is not expected fer 
some time. Makers name $7.75 a pound unchanged. 


Camphor—With American refined camphor held at 
$1.75 a pound for bulk goods and the Japanese material 
available down as low as $1.60 for spot slabs in cases. 
the camphor market here continues to present the sain¢ 
weakness. Demand is practically absent, consumeis 
consistently holding out of the present market. C1- 
nese crude gum is easy at 85c@90c a pound on the spot. 
Both American and Japanese tablets are in fair request 
from some quarters at equal prices, $1.80@$1.84 2 
pound as to size. 


Caramel—A further advance in the price of caramel 
has been made this week. The shortage of sugar aid 
the demand for caramel are working hand in hand to 
boost the price of the latter product. For spot ma- 
terial holders are asking $1.30@$1.35 per gallon. 


Cream Tartar—Offerings of imported cream of tar- 
tar are being made in large quantities at figures well 
under American manufacturers’ quotations. Spot ima- 
terial in resellers’ quarters can be had at 52c a pound 
and probably less for U. S. P. crystals or powder. 
Domestic makers are asking 56c. 


Formaldehyde—Spot goods in barrels are reported 
offering at 50c a pound although some holders are de- 
minding 5lc and 52c for their material. The general 
position of formaldehyde is unchanged with supplies 
generally scarce but resale material in slightly better 
Guantity on the spot. 
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Gelatin—Silver gelatin is very scarce on the spot, a 
heavy consuming demand having. cleaned up most of 
the available holdings. In order to obtain spot goods, 
it is understood that close to $2.00 a pound has to be 
paid although another quarter reports that $1.75 is the 
spot price. 


Glycerin—No change in the glycerin situation has 
been reported. In this market, offerings are firmly 
held at current prices but reports indicate that some 
Western refiners are making price concessions. For 
C. P. in drums 28%c a pound is held by refiners while 
resellers will do down to 27%c. Cans are selling at 
30c@30%c. Dynamite is unchanged at 26%c@27c a 
pound. Crude run from 18c up to 20c. 


Licorice Mass—Prices are lower. Larger offerings 
of mass are being made on the spot and sales have gonc 
through close to 40c a pound. The best figure which 
is being openly quoted by sellers, however, is 42c with 
43c being asked in some cases. Powdered mass is un- 
changed at 75c, although it is likely that this could be 
shaded. Sticks are held at 50c@52c a pound. 


Epsom Salt—Demand continues active and such lots 
as make their way into this market are quickly snapped 
up by buyers. Spot goods are in small supply at $4.00 


@$4.50 a hundredweight for the U. S. P. and $3.50@ 
producing 


$3.75 for the technical. Supplies in some 
centers are reported to be very fair. 


Menthol—Menthol continues in a weak position with 
quantity buyers showing little or no interest. A fair 
inquiry and sale are noted for small jobbing lots. 
Holders in many instances are nervous-and anxious to 
sell out although there is still a strong bull element 
who have withdrawn from the market until the present 
weak spell blows over, as they evidently believe it will. 
Spot cases, duty paid, have been offered at $8.25 a 
pound. Offers for shipment $7.25 c. i. f. would very 
likely find ready sellers in Japan. 


Mercury—The market here for quicksilver now ap- 
pears to have settled upon $90.00 a flask as the price 
but how long this will hold is uncertain. London re- 
ports a very firm market with the current price holding 
at about £21. 


Potassium Bicarbonate—U. S. P. granular or crys- 
tals is still in very light supply on this market and spot 
supplies are held at 45c@47c a pound. 


Potassium Permanganate—The resale position of 
spot permanganate is somewhat easier and it is now 
possible to buy for 85c a pound. Manufacturers are 
Guoting 80c a pound for shipment from works. 


Quinine—Imports of quinine have been heavy both 
here and at the Coast with a consequence that the mar- 
ket has sagged somewhat this week. Java quinine can 
be had on the spot at 83c a pound which is an open 
quotation and very likely lower on a good sized order. 
Some American made quinine is being offered on the 
resale market at 85c@87c an ounce by a New York 
broker. 

Thymol—In view of the reduced demand for thymol, 
the price has ‘been easing off and it is now possible 
to do $12.50@$13.00 a pound according to seller.

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NEW EXCISE TAX RULES ON MEDICINALS 

Washington, D. C., June 22.—The Bureau of Internal 
Revenue has issued a revised edition of Regulations 
51 relating to excise taxes on toilet and medicinal ar- 
ticles under Section 907 of the Revenue Act of 1918. 
Many important changes have been made in the regu- 
lations. Attention is invited to the following which 
are of particular interest to dealers in the articles taxed 
under this section. 

The following paragraphs have been added to Ar- 
ticle 5: 

A dealer, druggist, or person who breaks an origin- 
al package of a taxable article (1) to use the article 
or any part thereof in compounding medicines, whether 
or not on the prescription of a physician, or (2) to 
dispense any part of the article less than the whole at 
his soda fountain or place of business, is the consumer 
within the meaning of the act, and must affix the proper 
stamps to the original package or container on the 
basis of the cost to himself, and must himself pay the 
tax. 

When a dealer, druggist, or person breaks an origin- 
al package of a taxable article, and sells any part 
thereof in a separate package or container, as distin- 
guished from dispensing it at his place of business, the 
purchaser is the consumer and must pay the tax, and 
the vendor must affix the proper stamps. 

In Article 9 attention is called to the fact that bay 
rum, witch hazel, and shampoo oils and liquids are 
taxable as toilet preparations; that all toilet soaps, 
whether medicated or not, are taxable under section 
900, when sold by the manufacturer, and not under 
section 907. 

A clause has been added to paragraph (d) of Article 
17 to the effect that serums, vaccines, antitoxin and 
salvarsan, when prepared by open formulae and ad- 
vertised only to the medical profession, with labels 
which indicate use only by the medical profession, -are 
exempt from tax. 

Articles 24 and 25 have been rewritten in such a 
manner as to bring out clearly the fact that the tax im- 
posed by section 907 does not apply to sales made for 
export; and also, that when articles covered by this 
section are imported, they are taxable when sold to 
the consumer in the United States, the same as if they 
had been manufactured in the United States. 





MAY CHANGE ALCOHOL . REGULATIONS 

Washington, June 21.—Officials of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue met a committee of twenty-five manu- 
facturers dependent upon supplies of industrial alcohol 
last week, to confer on ways and means to alleviate 
the shortage. The committee told the officials that 
a serious crisis is threatened owing to the present scar- 
city of alcohol, and in part, to the prospective curtail- 
ment of 173 producers, 

Dr. M. C. Whitaker, president of the United States 
Industrial ‘Chemical Co., said the production of alco- 
hol had fallen off fifty per cent since 1918, and that 
some assistance must be given by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau by modifying the present restrictions in order 
that industries using alcohol for non-beverage purposes 
may obtain it in greater quantities. The manufacturers 
object to the present regulations which they claim are 
impracticable. 

“While they take account of our activities,’ said Dr. 
Whitaker, “they have been framed primarily from the 
standpoint of the policing of unlawful beverage spirits.” 

The representatives of manufacturers asked that 
some official be appointed to make a special study of 
the needs of the industry. The bureau promised to 
inform the committee in about two weeks as to what 
arrangements could be made to alleviate the situation.

No thange in the feeling of uncertainty in the dye- 
stuff and intermediate markets has occurred over the 
week end. Business has been rather generally cuiet 
throughout the week with little urgency in demand and 
orders of small lots only being booked. The trans- 
portation situation and the continuance of strikes in 
the textile producing centers have had a decidedly 
dampening effect on the dye trade which has reflected 
itself in the intermediate market. Few producers are 
willing to sacrifice prices to encourage trading and it 
is doubtful if decidedly lower prices would attract buy- 
ers sufficiently to warrant it on account of the fact that 
the greater number of plants are sold well up into the 
future even now. 

Naphthalene continues scarce and high with sales 
heard at slightly lower figures than last week. The 
nominal prices asked for diphenylamiine and Michler’s 
ketone are higher with little offered at any price. Ani- 
line oil and salt continue in the same rather weak po- 
sitions of last week, but with no revision of prices. 
Dimethylaniline is firm with @ variety of prices heard 
according to delivery. Beta-naphthol and para-nitrani- 
line continue at the prevailing levels with spot and 
nearby stocks difficult to locate. 


Coal Tar Crudes 

Benzol—Producers are quoting 30c@32%c per gal- 
lon for benzol in tank cars with drums proportionately 
higher. Some disagreement in the prices asked is 
noted as the result of the inability of producers to sup- 
ply the market, and the consequent strong demand 
from consumers at any price. 

Naphthalene—Prices remain nominal with sales tak- 
ing place in a few instances as low as 18c per pound 
as against 20c per pound last week. Offers of English 
refined naphthalene were heard early in the week as 
low as 10c per pound c. i. f. New York, to which must 
be added the specific duty of 2%c per pound and 15% 
ad valosem, making the duty paid New York price 
around 14c@14%4c per pound. These stocks are avail- 
able only to direct consumers under license from the 
War Trade Board. Large consignments are reported 
already on the way. 

Toluol—The toluol market continues strong with 


offers light from producers. Prices have remained un- 
changed at the former level of 31c@36%c per gallon 
according to quantity and packing. 

Intermediates 

Acid, Anthranilic—Prices remain unchanged with de- 
mand slow and deliveries uncertain. Quotations are 
around $2.85@$3.00 per pound. 

Acid, Gamma—Offers of limited quantities of gamma 
acid are heard for spot and nearby delivery at prices 
around $6.00 per pound. Inquiry seems good although 
consumers’ idea of price is generally lower by quite a 
margin than that quoted by sellers. Other producers 
expect to enter the field in the near future and prices 
will probably be adjusted later. 

Acid, Naphthionic—Crude is quoted at 85c per pound 
with refined around $1,10@$1.15 per pound. Supplies 
are fair only with demand slow. 

Acid, Nevile & Winther’s—Offers in somewhat be:- 
ter volume are heard 4round $1.90 per pound. Demand 
is good at this price but not as urgent as it has been 
within the past few weeks. 

Acid, Picric—Holders are asking prices above 25c 
per pound according to quantity and delivery. The 
contract price is 25c per pound with prices for small 
lots spot as high as 75c per pound. 


Aniline Oil—Little change is noted in aniline oil 
with demand continuing slow and stocks much less 
difficult to locate. Prices remain steady at their former 
levels of 36%4c per pound drums inclusive or 34c per 
pound drums extra. Demand for export has been some- 
what less than a few weeks ago but holders are able 
to maintain a fairly firm price. 


Aniline Salt—Prices are firmer at 42c@45c per pound 
with, producers hampered by the muriatic acid situa- 
tion and transportation. Spot stocks while low seem 
sufficient for present requirements. 


Benzidine—Firm prices continue to rule on benzi- 
dine base and sulphate with demand holding up fairly 
well. Base is quoted at $1.35@$1.40 per pound and 
sulphate at $1.10@$1.15 per pound. Producers are 
well in control of the market which may be expected 
to continue firm. 


Beta-naphthol—Producers continue well sold up with 
nominal prices in second hands heard. Somewhat 
lower prices than the spot price of 86c per pound may 
be done for future delivery. Demand continues strong. 


Dimethylaniline—While supplies are decidedly better 
than they have been prices remain firm above $1.25 per 
pound. Bids for large quantities as high as $1.15 per 
pound have failed to bring out any offerings. Some 
holders are quoting as high as $1.40 per pound for 
actual spot delivery with others quoting over the range 
of $1.25@$1.40 per pound according to seller, quantity 
and delivery. 


Dinitrotoluol—Firm prices are quoted around 42c@ 
45c per pound for spot and prompt delivery from near- 
by works. 


Diphenylamine—Offers of actual supplies are heard 
at slightly higher figures than the nominal prices re- 
cently quoted for diphenylamine. Offers are for smali 
lots only with cuotations around 85c@90c per pound. 
Spot or prompt delivery may be had at these figures. 
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Michler’s Ketone—The stringent shortage of this 
material has led producers to ask around $4.50 per 
pound for such lots as they are able to offer. Small 
lots only can be located dt any price. 


Monochlorbenzol—Prices are firmly maintained at 
their former values with demand continuing active. 
Quotations are around 18c@20c per pound for large 
quantities with higher prices asked for smaller lots. 
One of the larger producers has been out of the mar- 
ket for some time past on account of the destruction 
of his plant by an explosion and this has aided in 
keeping the market strong. 


Para-nitraniline—Prices continue firm with good de- 
mand and light offers only from producers. Quota- 
tions are around $1.50@$1.60 per pound. Demand is 
somewhat easier than a few weeks ago but may still 
tbe considered strong. 


Para-phenylene-diamine—Prices show a wide range 
between different holders. Quotations range from $2.65 
@$3.00 per pound. The lower figure is still possible 
in good quantity with a few holders asking the higher 
price. 


Sodium Metanilate—Offers from producers are heard 
around $1.50 per pound for spot or prompt delivery. 





COMPLAIN OF AMERICAN ANILINE 
(Special to DruG ANo CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Nyack, N. Y., June 22.—Decided exception has been 
taken by village authorities to the method of operation 
of the Nyack plant of the American Aniline Products, 
Inc. Nauseous fumes whose nature it has been im- 
possible to learn have been given off from the plant 
within the last few days in such volume as to force 
workmen in nearby factories to declare a holiday until 
“the smell is stopped or the company forced to leave 
town.” Village authorities are preparing to take dras- 
tic steps to abate the nuisance which has resulted from 
the manufacture of perfume products recently under- 
taken by the company. So far it has been impossible 
for the authorities to get in touch with the superintend- 
ent of the plant as he is said to seldom come within 
range of the fumes. 





TO GRANT DYE IMPORT CERTIFICATES

Washington, D. C., June 23—The War Trade Board 
Section of the State Department announces that it 
is now prepared to grant allocation certificates provid- 
ing for the importation of German dyes in amounts 
sufficient to supply the immediate requirements of 
individual consumers of the United States for a six 
months period.

Little change in the general oil situation is noted. 
Buyers continue to hold off and are being rewarded by 
further reductions with no corresponding increases. 
Holders are keeping stocks low where possible. Re- 
cent declines in silver have had the effect of reducing 
prices on all oils of oriental origin. Consumers are 
finding markets for their products very slow and are 
consecuently able to reduce purchases and stocks to a 
minimum. 

Cottonseed oil which has been consistently the strong- 
est on, the list has finally weakened to a decided ex- 
tent. Coconut and palm oils have shown further de- 
clines on the lack of interest from consumers. Soya 
bean oil has fluctuated over quite a range on the week’s 
trading and toward the end regained some of the pre- 
vious losses. Peanut oil on the coast has continued 
weak and has shown a further decline in price. 

Linseed oil has been somewhat weaker with trading 
of a very desultory character and with offers light June 
and July prices have been reduced. China wood oil 
both on the spot and coast is lower. Rapeseed and 
perilla oils on the coast are lower with little offered 
spot New York of either oil. 

Trading in animal and fish oils continues slow with 
little consuming interest. Cod oil is weaker as are the 
refined grades of menhaden with prices on the latter 
reduced. Large consumers are well taken care of on 
the animal oils and few bids are heard for any of the 
list. 

Vegetable Oils 

Linseed Oil—Limited trading has forced still lower 
prices in first hands for linseed oil, following a period 
of decided shading. Present quotations on June oil 
are based on $1.63 per gallon in carlots but even this 
price is nominal and may be shaded decidedly for firm 
business. July prices are now based on $1.50 per gal- 


lon carlots which is generally quoted as covering the 
balance of the year. English oil is offered at $1.45@ 
$1.50 per gallon but is not finding ready sale even at 
this price. Spot London oil is quoted at 74@77 shillings 
per quintal which is ten shillings lower than last week’s 
prices. 

The seed markets have been dull with lower prices 
heard and with crushers well stocked. Buenos Aires 
quotes $2.95 -per bushel, Duluth, $3.88@$3.89 per bu- 
shel and Winnipeg, $4.2114@$4.23 per bushel. 

China Wood Oil—Spot China wood oil in barrels has 
declined to 18%c@19c per ‘pound with trading dull. 
Coast delivery of barrels is lower at 1634c@17%c per 
pound. Declines in silver values are given as the 
cause of the lower prices coupled with the generai 
lack of interest. 

Coconut Oil—Domestic Ceylon is off lc per pouzd 
with the new quotations at 17%c@18c per pound for 
barrels and 16%c@1634c per pound for tanks on the 
spot. Domestic Cochin oil is lower with barrels spot 
cuoted at 18%c@19%c per pound and tanks at 18c@ 
18%c per pound. Manila in tanks on the coast is off 
to 15c@16c per pound. Edible coconut continues at 
the former level 1914c@20c per pound. 

Corn Oil—Prices as quoted remain unchanged but 
are very weakly held. Shading for firm business is 
general and declines are expected in sympathy with 
the other oils. 

Cottonseed Oil—Trading in cottonseed oil showed 
decided lack of interest during the week and prices 
have fallen on prime summer yellow to new low levels. 
The present bid and asked range on the N. Y. Produce 
Exchange is 1534c@16%c per pound for nearby oil with 
little interest shown in any delivery before August or 
September. Other prices remain unchanged on a very 
weak basis. 

Palm Oil—Further declines are noted for palm oils 
in a further effort on the part of holders to awaken 
interest and following declines at primary points. ‘Tlie 
new prices on Lagos casks are 11lc@11%c per pound, 
on Niger oil in casks, 10%c@l1lc per pound, and on 
Benin, 1lc@11%c per pound. Palm kernel oil is de- 
cidedly weaker with shading from the upset price gen- 
eral. 

Peanut Oil—Oriental crude peanut oil on the coast 
is lower at 1334c@14%c per pound in sellers’ tanks. 
Domestic crushers continue to quote 15%c@l6c per 
pound for crude at mills south. Refined is steady at 
22c@23c per pound. 

Perilla Oil—Holders of perilla oil on the coast are 
offering at 16%4c@17c per pound in sellers’ tanks. De- 
mand is slow with little interest shown in any quarter 
in spite of the reduced price. 


Rapeseed Oil—Refined rapeseed oil on the spot is 
in light supply at $1.65@$1.70 per gallon with nominal 
quotations only to be heard on blown at $1.80@$1.85 
per gallon. Coast crude has been reduced to 16c@16¥c 
per pound in sellers’ tanks. Somewhat lower prices 
may be done for crude for arrval from the Orent. 

Soya Bean Oil—Crude soya bean oil on the coast 
has shown a decided fluctuation during the week. Sales 
passed as low as 10c@10%c per pound with recovery 
toward the end to 11%c@113%4c per pound. No ad- 
vantage is offered buyers of future delivery oil. Crudes 
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in barrels on the spot have been reduced and are now 
quoted at 16c@16%c per pound. Edible is steady at 
18c@19c per pound for spot delivery. 
Animal Oils 

Degras—Lack of interest from consumers has left 
prices for the various types of degras oil very weak. 
No reductions have been made by holders in their 
quoted prices. 

Fish Oils 

Cod Oil—Newfoundland oil has become very weak 
with reductions quoted in some cases in spite of the 
lightness of supplies. The general price quoted is 
around $1.27 per gallon but it is understood that this 
quotation can be decidedly bettered in some quarters. 

Menhaden Oil—Following further declines in crude 
refiners have reduced their prices and are now quoting 
light strained menhaden at $1.00 per gallon with some 
holders asking as high as $1.08 per gallon. The bleach- 
ed oil is quoted at $1.02@$1.10 per gallon for the yel- 
low and $1.04@$1.12 per gallon for extra bleached win- 
ter oil. Crude quotations are given as 75c per gallon 
f. o. b. mills with no bids of consequence. 


Naval Stores 

Rosin—Better arrivals of rosin have enabled factors 
to reduce their prices to some extent on the darker 
grades. B grade is quoted at $17.00 with the reduction 
less marked in the lighter colors. 

Rosin Oil—Holders have reduced their prices in 
view of better arrivals and reduced demand. Present 
quotations are 83c per gallon for first run and 86c per 
gallon for second run oils. 

Turpentine—Pure gum spirits on the spot is quoted 
at $1.89%4 per gallon with steam distilled wood spirits 
at $1.84 and destructively distilled at $1.78 per gallon. 
Savannah prices on gum spirits are around $1.58 per 
gallon on a firm basis and London quotations are 
slightly off at 160 shillings per quintal. 





The increasing exportation of nearly al! kinds of vege- 
table oils from the Mudken consular district of China is 
evidenced by the figures transmitted by American Consul 
Albert W. Pontius. Through the port of Newchwang 
approximately 960,900 pounds of bean oil and 324,000 
pounds of castor oil were exported in 1918, while the 1919 
figures were 14,000,000 pounds and 1,600,000 pounds, re- 
spectively. Through the port of Dairen the exports for 
1918 and 1919, respectively, were: Castor oil, 1,247,000 
and 2,025,000 pounds; hempseed oil, 1,222,500 and 316,000 
pounds: peanut oil, 1,439,000 and 1,455,000 pounds; perilla 
oil, 416,000 and 1,121,000 pounds; and soya-bean oil. 257,- 
863,000 and 83,466,000 pounds. 


The James H. Todd Can Cutting Co. has been formed 
at Oakland, Cal., for the purpose of building and per- 
fecting machinery used in the South Sea vegetable oil 
trade. Machines have been built and placed in use on 
the wharves at San Francisco which open fifty cans 
of vegetable oil a minute. 


A movement has been inaugurated at San Francisco, 
to organize an Export Managers’ Association, similar 
to the bodies in other large foreign trade centers, When 
it is in working order it will hold regular meetings at 
which export executives can discuss the problems met 
with in foreign fields. 


The Pacific International Buying Center, San Fran- 
cisco, has taken over the exhibit rooms of the One 
Hundred Per Cent Club in the Monadnock Building 
and will use these until its own building is ready for 
Occupancy. 
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DEMAND FOR SOAPS IN MUKDEN 


The Mukden, Chita, district has 18,000,000 popula- 
tion, and consumes large quantities of laundry soap, 
says Consul General Pontius. The most popular brand 
of laundry soap is manufactured by a British firm in 
Japan and utilized for both toilet and laundry purposes. 
This soap has an annual sale in the city of Mukden 
alone of over 50,000 cases of 72 packages each, contain- 
ing twin cakes of oblong shape 6 ounces in weight, 
about 34 inch thick, 2% inches wide, and 5 inches long, 
and selling at $7 per case. A Japanese imitation of 
this brdnd also finds a ready sale in this market. The 
Japanese soap is ptit up in 100 cakes to the case and 
sells for $7.25. 

‘Other’ laundry soaps in good demand are: -Apple 
brand, Japanese, of the same weight, shape, color and 
size. The annual sale is 2,500 cases in Mukden city, 
each case containing 100 twin-cake packages; price 
$6.50 per case. Heikwa soap, Japanese, of similar des- 
cription, has an annual sale of about 2,500 cases; price 
$5 per case of 100 twin-cake packages. Kisho soap, 
Japanese, also of similar description, has a sale of 
nearly 2,000 cases; price $4 per case. Mansho soap, 
Japanese, white, oblong shape 34 in. thick, 2% in. wide 
and 2% in. long, each weighing 4% oz. The annual sale 
ranges from 800 to 1,000 cases; price $4.50. Koma soap, 
Japanese, white, packed in cases of 100 cubes; each 
weighs 8 ounces; size 34% by 3% inches. The annual 
sale ranges from 700 to 800 cases; rice $9 per case. 
Eagle soap, made by Japanese in Mukden; packed in 
cases of 100 cubes, each weighing 12 ounces. The 
annual sale is about 1,000 cases; price $9 per case. 

The high cost of bar .soaps manufactured in the 
United States and Great Britain prevents any large 
sale being made. This is no sense due to the fact 
that the Chinese dealers do not appreciate the superior 


quality of these brands, but the prices are too high for | 


the native population. 





VEGETABLE OIL PRICES AT MARSEILLES 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MaRKEv7S) 


Marseilles, June 1—The olive oil market is very quiet, 
and sales are nominal. The new crop in Provence is. 
reported to be very good; the trees look promising, 
while the cultivators are looking after the olives to 
guard against any possible injury to the oil. Unfor- 
tunately many trees have been cut down during the 
past twenty years, and in recognition of this the pub- 
lic authorities have intervened and forbidden the pull- 
ing up of the olives. Quotations per 100 kilos prevail- 
ing to-day are as follows: MHuile d’olive du Var, puri- 
fied, 1,200@1,270 francs; Bouches du Rhone, 1,220@ 
1,240 francs. Spanish oil is quoted from 1,100 to 1,325. 
francs, according to quality, while oil from Algeria is 
held around 1,220 francs. 

Prevailing quotations on other vegetable oils per 
100 kilos are as follows: Arachis, purified, 640@675 
francs; sesame, 600@630 francs; cottonseed, American, 
670@680 francs; cottonseed, English, 640@660 francs. 

Prices of soaps have remained stationary, manufac- 
turers still quoting their stocks at former figures. The 
difficulties of railway transportation, strikes, etc., have 
ended to make the market unsettled. Buyers are very 
conservative in their purchasing, and business is of 
little importance.

Although nothing unusual in the way of @ slump

Crude Drugs 

Agar Agar—Cheaper offerings in good quantity with 
a very conservative demand from the consuming ele- 
ments has caused a further drop in spot prices this 
week. Number one can be bought at 60c@65c a pound 
on the spot as to seller, number two is held at 55c@58c 
while number three is available at 45c@48c a pound. 

Ergot—The market here continues almost bare of 
supplies with no large lots available.

SYNTHETIC CAMPHOR FROM TURPENTINE 


Three large chemical companies in the United States 
have begun the extensive manufacture of synthetic 
camphor from turpentine. This step has been, taken 
because the supply of camphor allotted to this country 
by the Japanese government is deemed inadequate and 
the price too high. According to a report by Henry 
D. -Hitchcock, United States Consul at Taihoku, Tai- 
wan, the Japanese Camphor Office has guaranteed an 
American minimum allotment of 327,386 pounds for 
the months of April, May and June of this year, with 
the proviso that a°maximum amount of 340,000 pounds 
may be assigned. The prices a pound are given as 
$1.13 for grade B, and $1.27 for grade BB. These rates 
are reflected in the American market by a quotation 
of $2.00 a pound for refined camphor, as compared with 
50 cents a pound a few years ago. 

In view of the great demand in the United States 
for camphor which, mixed with gun cotton, is an im- 
portant ingredient of celluloid, and because of its med- 
icinal uses, American industry has been seeking other 
sources of the gum. Although in popular usage the 
term “camphor” is applied to a substance which is 
derived from an aromatic tree grown largely in Japan, 
Formosa and China, there are several other kinds of 
camphor. Camphors are mostly crystalline solids ob- 
tained from plants. Technically, they are volatile, oxy- 
genated hydrocarbons, possessing a peculiar odor, and 
can be prepared artificially by chemical processes. 

It has been: known for years that a grade of camphor 
closely resembling the Japanese variety could be made 
from. spirits of turpentine. It has only been recently, 
hewever, owing to commercial conditions, that the 
manufacture of synthetic camphor was instituted on 2 
large scale. As approximately nine-tenths of all the 
turpentine produced in the world is distilled in the 
United States, chemists believe that the manufacture 
of American camphor will develop into a large indus- 
try. As a result of the World War and of. the high 
cost of labor, spirits of turpentine is quoted at $2.00 
a gallon, or about four times its price in ante-bellum 
days. Although it is improbable that turpentine can 
ever be made profitably at the old figure, it may de- 
crease in price sufficiently to give the American cam- 
phor factories a safe margin on which to fight the 
Japanese trade.

the steamer Georgia Rolph, from Valparaiso and Cen- 
tral America, 2,000 sacks of hempseed and 6,766 sacks 
of cottonseed oil cake.

Business is generally slow in the essential oil 
group while prices continue to show a tendency to seek 
lower levels in the cases of a considerable number of 
products. The release of large lots of various essen- 
tial oils which had been held up on the docks in New 
York for some weeks past by the striking longshore- 
men, paved the way for @ general softening of the 
market. The situation is not characterized so much 
‘by any sharp losses in values as it is by a gradual de- 
cline induced by the larger offerings and apparent 
apathy of consuming interests. 

The actual price changes by sellers this week are 
few. Products coming out of the Far East where the 
monetary systems are principally on a silver basis, 
share the general weakness of this metal. The ex- 
ception appears to be oil of sandalwood which has been 
advanced sharply in some quarters. Anise and cassia 
remain weak although unchanged. Clove oil is easy. 
Citronella has softened somewhat. Bergamot and 
lemon are quiet with little demand. Expressed oil of 
limes and South American petit grain have been moved 
up ‘by one seller here. 

Essential Oils 

Oil Anise—As far as prices which are openly quoted 
on this market are concerned, anise oil quotations 
show no change this week. Offerings, however, are 
large and demand from consuming trades is light. The 
recent drop in silver values continues to exert a bear- 
ish effect here. The generally agreed quotation for 
spot U. S. P. oil names $1.10 a pound as inside while up 
to $1.20 is being asked by some holders. For ship- 
ment, 75c c. i. f. New York is quoted. 

Oil Bergamot—Although the shipment price from 
Sicily is close to $7.50 c. i. f. this port, spot goods in 
coppers are available down to $6.25 a pound. Special 
brands in original packages, however, are being held 
firmly at $7.00 by some sellers. Reports indicate that 
it is ‘possible to buy at $6.00 for good quantities in the 
hands of dealers who are under somewhat of a pressure 
owing to financial difficulties. Demand is reported to 
continue very light. 


Oil Camphor—Camphor oil is unchanged with quo- 
tations for spot goods still being maintained at 65c@ 
70c a pound for the white Japanese product. By-prod- 
uct sassafrassy oil is held at 14c@l6c a pound. 

Oil Caraway—Demand is dull and the oil in a more 
or less easy position. Quotations show no fluctuation 
from former levels, $4.00 a pound being named as in- 
side for rectified oil while up to $4.50 is asked. 

Oil Cassia—The weakness in oil of cassia continues 
although no quotable change has been made in the price 
this week. The depression in the value of silver com- 
bined with larger offerings and shipments from the 
Orient, are the elements which hold the market weak. 
For spot technical oil, $1.95 a pound is openly named 
as the best inside price but on firm business intima 
tions indicate that this can be shaded. Some holders 
are asking $2.00@$2.10 a pound firm for technical. For 
lead free, $2.15@$2.20 is asked while the U. S. P. is held 
at $2.65@$2.75 a pound. 

Oil Cedar Leaf—Offerings are still more or less free 
as the result of recent new arrivals here and with de- 
mand of a routine, conservative character, prices are 
easy. No further reductions have been noted this week, 
however, and $1.75 a pound looks like best for spot 
goods in this market. 


Oil Cedar Wood—lIdeas of sellers still vary consider- 
ably. Any figure from 55c a pound up to 65c is being 
named for spot material. Demand is fair with prices 
firmly maintained by sellers at their various levels. 


Oil Citronella—Ceylon oil appears to be in a slightly 
easier position this week. Demand has fallen off in 
this market and some holders have been making con- 
cessions in prices to encourage consumer interest. It 
is now possible to buy spot citronella in drums at 90c a 
pound. Most of the leading dealers, however, are cuot- 
ing 92c for drums. For cans, from 93c a pound up to 
95c is asked as to quantity and size of container. Java 
oil is held at $1.35 a pound without change. 


Oil Cloves—For spot oil of cloves, $3.30 a pound in 
cans apparently represents close to the bottom of the 
market although for a good sized order it might be 
possible to do $3.25 in the present state of the oil. The 
spice has shown a further decline during the past week, 
selling at 43c on the spot, and with cheaper offerings 
out of Zanzibar, the outlook points to cheaper clove oil. 


Oil Eucalyptus—There are large offerings of euca- 
lyptus oil on this market which have been further in- 
creased by recent arrivals of long over-due shipments 
destined for this port. Prices are rather unsettled and 
just what the bottom price for spot. goods stands at, 
is difficult to say. Without question, 70c can be done 
easily and probably 65c on a large lot. Some dealers 
claim that 75c is their inside figure. Buyers are reluc- 
tant to enter the present unsettled market for this oil. 


Oil Geranium—Quotations by cable from French 
producers of geranium oil name higher prices for ship- 
ment and report supplies of the oil far below normal 
at this time of the year. This market has only com- 
paratively small supplies and spot prices naturally 
tend upward in view of the high replacement cost 
Rourbon oil is held at $8.50 up to $9.25 a pound as to 
seller and grade. Turkish is $4.75@$5.00 while Alger! 
en rose is named at $9.50@$10.00 a pound. 
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Oil Lavender Flowers—Very fair supplies of oil >f 
lavender are now available here. For U. S. P. oil, prices 
vary as to test from $10.50 a pound to $11.50. Oil wita 
high ester content is quoted as high as $14.00 a pound 
by a leading house here. For oil not U. S. P. down 
to $9.50 a pound is possible to do. Spanish spike oil 
ranges from $2.75 up to $3.00 a pound on the spot. 


Oil Lemon—The demand for oil of lemon is meagre 
and, as has been pointed out in several quarters, the 
requirements of the consuming trades in this country 
have apparently been overestimated by foreign pro- 
ducers and importers here. The sugar situation in this 
country is naturally having a depressing effect on 
the markets for lemon oil and citric acid. Sicilian 
shippers are holding their prices c. i. f. New York 
practically on a parity with this spot market at $1.65 
and $1.70 a pound. Some dealers here are asking $1.50 
for original package goods. 


Oil Limes—Expressed oil of limes is still very scarce 
and the price has been moved up by one prominent 
house here to $7.50 a pound. The market here might 
be said to range from $7.25@$7.75. Distilled oil is un- 
changed at $2.00@$2.25 a pound on the spot. 


Oil Orange—Prices for oils of orange are unchanged 
although conflicting ‘reports have been heard. One 
dealer says that $11.00 is best for spot Sicilian with 
$12.00 being quoted by some. Another offers to do 
$10.50 and predicts easier prices. This holder says that 
the demand has been overestimated and that supplies 
here and in Sicily are larger than believed. For West 
Indian sweet oil, $9.00 is inside with some sellers re- 
ported quoting $10.00 firm. Bitter oil holds at $7.50@ 
$8.00 a pound. 


Oil Peppermint—For natural oil, $7.00 a pound looks 
like the best figure on the spot. Reports indicate that 
old crop offerings in the Central West districts are 
coming to light at lower figures as the new crop season 
draws closer. U. S. P. oil is held on the spot from 
$7.50 a pound up to $9.00 as to seller and brand. 


Oil Petit Grain—South American petit grain has 
been advanced by a leading dealer in this market to 
$5.25@$5.50 a pound. The supply is still small here. 


Oil Sandalwood—The price of oil of sandalwood has 
been moved up sharply to $12.50 a pound in one quar- 
ter. Reports indicate that $11.00 can still be done but 
with the leading house in this item quoting higher, it 
is unlikely that the balance of the market will remain 
long at $11.00. 





The exportation of musk from Chungking, China, 
the chief port of export for this product, has decreased 
materially during the past two decades. According to 
the London “Chemist and Druggist,” the average exports 
through Chungking amounted to 3,971 pounds annually 
prior to 1902, 3,228 pounds a year from 1902 to 1912 
and 1912 to 1916, 2,433 pounds. In 1917, it was 1,340 
pounds and in 1918, 948 pounds. Before the war, 
France took about 50 per cent of the total exportation, 
the United States coming second with 20 per’ cent. 
Since the war, however, United States has received a 
larger proportion, approximately 40 per sent of the 
total exports while France now only receives about 
27 per cent.

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PRICE OF ESSENCES AT MESSINA 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Messina, Sicily, June 1—The oil of lemon market 
in May was influenced by unsettled political situations. 
Strikes in Turin were settled and it looked as if the 
market would adjust itself. But suddenly came the 
mail strike, organized and carried out vigorously to 
prevent the organization of citizens to protest. A gen- 
eral lowering of prices of the essences followed, notice- 
ably in lemon, which dropped from 24 lire to 20 lire. 
There was not much important business transacted 
during the month. 

Many producers united with the desire to promote 
the organization of a society for the purpose of ac- 
quiring oils of producers which were offered on the 
market at 20 lire and even 18 lire per Ib. 

Exports of oil of lemon in May were 30,000 Kgs., 
compared with over 47,000 Kgs. in April. Quotations 
for May:

Marseilles, June 1—The strike has been very dam- 
aging to many manufacturers, and the arrest of ac- 
tivities has caused much trouble in all industries, par- 
ticularly those which have to depend upon transporta- 
tion.

German agents are reporting back the 
orders they have obtained and German trade journals 
are recording the successful strategy of the Dye Trust 
with unconcealed satisfaction.

SMUGGLERS OF NARCOTICS CAUGHT 

Louis Mauro, a Brooklyn chauffeur, was arrested 
at 160 Carroll street, Brooklyn, on Tuesday, and $75,- 
000 worth of cocaine seized. Giovanni Mauro, the 
chauffeur’s father, was also arrested, and Giuseppe 
Gangarossa of 170 Carroll street, who had in his pos- 
session narcotics valued at $150,000. Young Mauro 
is said to have confessed that the narcotics were smug- 
gled from Italy.
